The dogs followed a 
rail leading from the murder scene 
n the woods, to the stable, then to 
Jersey's corn crib and into his 
ome. 
Dorsey was Willis' nearest neigh- 
or. Both lived on farms.

ryan went to Dorsey's home last 
ight and found him eating' supper 
•ith Mrs. Dorsey and their small 
hild. The prisoner left without flu- 
shing the meal- 


Mrs. John Willis, mother of one 
f the murdered men, told a story 
•hich led to Dorsey's arrest. She 
aid' she saw him pass her home on 
lie day of the crime..

Dr. Taylor closed his appeal with 


pledges from parents that if their 
son or daughter is ealled-into service' 
to assist in the'spi-eading.of the Gos- 
pel to foreign lands, that they would 
not stand in their way,, and ', pledges 
from young peopje were also made, 
/hat if God called them into service 
uto any land, they would not re- 
fuse to go.

Throughout the lecture* he repeat- 


edly showed conditions prevailing 
n every continent which would pre- 
vent a world democracy, and after 
;he close of'ea'ch incident, he would 
ask the question, "How are you go- 
ng fo renjedy the situation—its got 
to be dsone?" 


His appeal for the betterment of 


world conditions was made to the 
>arentSiOn account of the virtue of 
he young womanhood of this coun- 
try which is at stake, for the sane- 
ity of-home life and for the protec- 
;ion of the public welfare. '.' 


He criticized strongly .the:people 


who were Hftt. in^sympatfcy with for.- 
eign missionary york, and denounced 
hem as not' bemg. iq.yai 'citizens "of 
the United States. These people, he 
asserted, da not realize 
that 
the ' 


>ouni3s of the entire world are not 
separated as they used to be, and 
hat thei oceans 
are now bridged 


with modern transportation facilities 
which have united, every land. 


On account of these facts, it is 


condition 
which makes . world 


lemocraey impossible. The housing 
jonditions 
throughout ' the world, 


also is a handicap, as all peoples * 


the globe do not have abodes in 


which to live, th'e speaker declared. 


Radicals and anarchists were, as- 


sailed by the speaker, who stated 
hat in our country, many plans 
lave been adva'nced for their 
ex- 


inction, but he pointed out that de- 
>ortation is-not 'successful, as the 
conditions in other countries must 
ie remedied first. All of these fae- 
ors make world- democracy impos- 
sible; he said, buj; insisted, that in. 
order to protect the virtue of our 
laughters, 
they must be stopped. 


The question, as to what means 
would be employed, was asked time 
ind time again of the audience. 


Another- handicap lies in the san- 


tatipn of the various countries, he. 
stated. "There are over §00,000,000 
•eople on this earth today, who are 
without medical service and sanita- 
tion," the speaker continued. "Pla- 
cues arise in foreign lands and are' 
brought to-this-country, as well as 
scattered to other lands—this must 
>e checked, but how, and in what 
manner are* you going about it."

and honor, penalties, and

It has always been an obscure post— 
a politicial shelf for somebody that 
the party had to take care of. Presi- 
dent Harding had taken care of his 
political cabinet timber in the highei 
ranking cabinet jobs and the com- 
merce portfolio was still vacant.
